The recent decision of the United 
States supreme court in the New 
York bakers’ ten-hour law does not 
necessarily strike a death blow at 
state laws restrictfng the hours of 
labor, though it has been so con-

As we read the opinion of the ma- 
jority of the court, the right of states 
to enact such legislation when it af- 
fects avocations coming strictly with- 
in the police powers of a state, is af-

It is not sufficient to claim that 
a law is enacted under the assump- 
tion of police power rights; it must 
be shown that in its practical opera- 
tions the proposed law comes within 
the legitimate construction of police 
duty.

Commander in Chief Blackmar 
Attends Georgia Encampment, 


Wes Given a Rousing Reception by 
His Old Comrades in Blue and 
Royally Entertained by 

'- His Former Enemies 


in Gray. Pp 


With an unusually large attendance, 
among those present being Commander- 
in-chief Wilmon Ww. Blackmar, the Geor- 
gia department of the Grand Army of the 
Republic held its annual encampment 
yesterday in the Knights of Pythias hall 
in the Kiser building. 

The encampment was called to order 
at 10 o'clock yesterday morning with 
about 100 tin attendance. Regular rou- 
tine business, including the reports of 
Officers, was gone through with. This 
business lasted until | o'clock in the 
afternoon, when the encampment ad- 
journed for lunch. 

At 2 o'clock the encampment was call- 
ed to order by the department co:n- 
mander, John A. Commerford, of Mariet- 
ta. After reassembling the first matter 
to come up for transaction was the elec- 
tion of officers. Charles F. Fairbanks, of 
Atlanta, was elected department com- 
mander for the ensuing year. 

The other officers elected were: C. H. 
Brooks, of Fitzgerald, senior vice com- 
mander; F. A. Jones, of Tallapoosa, 
junior vice commander; J. R. Greene, 
of Fitzgerald, chaplain, and 8S. C. Brown, 
of Fitzgerald, medica] director. 

After the election of officers came the 


| election of representatives to the next 


national encampment of the Grand Army 
of the Republic which wil be held in 
September. William Friend and J. Ww. 
‘Manbeck, both of Fitzgerald, were 
chosen, 

Commander-in-chief Wilmon W. Black- 
mar, Adjutant General John C. Gilman 
and Junior Vice Commander-in-chief G. 
W. Patten were escorted into the hall of 
the encampment. After an address of 
| welcome, highly eulogistic of the com- 
'mander, was delivered by assistant ad- 
jutant general of the department, S. A. 


arose to speak. 


General Blackmar Speaks. 

General Blackmar delivered an address 
Which was received with great applause 
and enthusiasm and which will be re- 
membered for years to come by those 
who were within the hall. 

Speaking first of Atlanta, he sald he 
was not only delighted, but agreeably 
sprprised at the city and called it the 
“splendid imperial city of the south.”’ 

Not a word of bitterness pervaded his 
sentiments, not a remark which threw 
df®credit on the south or its gallant de- 
fenders, the confederate veterans. He 
spoke of the magnificent reunited coun- 
try and the valor with which it ought to 
be defended in times of need. 

After the general ceased to epeak, Ad- 
jutant General Gilmon was introduced, 
and made a short, but impressive ad- 
dress. Then a. general handshaking to 
the general and the members of his staff 
took place, after which they took tenir 
leave, 

The encampment passed a resolution 
that Atlanta should be the place of the 
next encampment, but the time for the 
same was not fixed. It was a remarka- 
ble sight to see these old wearers of the 
blue. assembled in the former strong- 
hold of the confederacy, with their tat- 
tered uniforms on, and to hear their 
words of commendation for the bravery 
and loyalty of their former enemies, 

The encampment was held in secret. 

Genera] Blackmar’s party consists of 
the commander himself, his staff and 
aids, and Mrs. General Blackmar, Mrs. 
Gilmon, and Miss Brewer, the sister of 
Mrs. Blackmar. All are stopping at the 
Piedmont hotel. 

Blue and Gray Mingle. 

In company of a party of confederate 
veterans, and a committee from the 
Grand Army of the Republic, General 
Blackmar and his staff were given a 
trolley car ride over the city yesterday 
mornings The party left the Pledmont 
hotel at I! o’clock and the ride lasted 
two hours and a half. The party ex- 
pressed great delight at the ride. 

Last night at 8 o’clock the genera] and 
his staff were entertained at a large 
reception at the home of W. M. Scott. 
A number of other social functions were 
given in honor of the guests of the 
city. 

The party left Baltimore a few days 
ago on an itinerary which will embrace 
the whole union. From here the party 
will go to Alabama, thence to Mississippl|, 
Louisiana and Texas, and thence through 
the whole northwest.
